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Council Faces Long Debate 
On Old Topic: How to Get Money 


Menlo Park city councilmen last week got their first good look 
at a tentative 1958-59 budget prepared by the city’s adminis- 
tration, and although they haven't yet had time to give it item- 
by-item scrutiny, they've already started wondering if — and 
where, if possible — it can be pared. 

It’s also possible that their enthusiasm for a bond issue to 
cover cost of an overpass, plus construction of a civic center, is 
going to disappear as the city’s governing body contemplates the 
higher taxes that are going to have to be passed along if all the 
city’s current fiscal operations are to be handled in the manner 
suggested in the current proposed budget. 

“There are several things to think about. 

First, can the city afford to continue to do without some 
of the major items contemplated in the proposed bond issue? 
How much gas, citizens’ time, and traffic congestion could be 
saved by an underpass? Would law enforcement efficiency 
benefit, in ratio to the cost, by a new police station? Would 
a youth center be used intelligently and by large groups, or 
would it become merely a supervised retreat for the young- 
sters who don't want to go home?

Is a bond issue, which could conceivably get all projects starte 
at the same time, a better way to expend public money than a 
little at a time? 

What about the political questions involved? Since property 
owners get hit by higher taxes, what would the city’ fathers have 
to do to retain their good will? 

These are only a few of the complex considerations. 

Unfortunately, the city council’s experience in such mat- 
ters is limited. The city has never tried to push a major 
capital improvements program heretofore; the cost of the 
library, parks and civic center purchases, by bond issues 
passed during the past 10 years, is pretty small potatoes. 

But here again, it becomes apparent that good economy was 
observed. The 26 acres of civic center and Burgess Park were a 
real bargain, in anybody’s language, for $78,000; the $120,000 
library doesn’t bring in any money, but the number of readers 
who patronize it is 28 per cent greater — during the first six 
months of this year, anyhow — than was accommodated during 
the first six months of 1957 at the city’s old library; the parks 
bought, but yet to be developed, in Belle Haven and the Willows, 
probably would cost much more today than they did when pur- 
chased a year ago — if they were available at all. 

Maybe individual councilmen have the answers to these 
problems. But we bet that no two councilmen have exactly the 
same set of answers, as of this writing.

|30 Years Ago: 


Pioneered 
In Cooperation 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 30 years 
ago this week, the following 
items, here reproduced exactly 
as first published, were news in 
the young community:

“J. D. Steiger yesterday was ap- 
pointed Menlo Park city building 
inspector effective immediately ... 

“City Manager Cecil Longson 
said the appointment was made at 
this time to fit in with replacement 
plans by the San Mateo building 
inspection department. Steiger has 
been employed by the county de- 
partment and assigned to Menlo 
Park inspection duties under an 
agreement between the city and 
county governments .. .”

The council denied the Jeho- 
vah’s Witnesses congregation the 
right to use the land on the basis 
that the offstreet parking spaces 
which they said they would pro- 
vide, were inadequate.

“In the final analysis, this case 
resolves itself to the simple and 
uncomplicated factor that the ac- 
tion of the city council of the City 
of Menlo Park in denying the use 
permit application of appellants 
constituted a decision by a quasi- 
judicial body acting upon a matter 
concerning which substantian evi- 
dence of conflicting character has 
been produced and considered. 
This is but a link in the chain con- 
stituting the operation of the de- 
mocratic process; the power to de- 
cide such matters is vested in the 
City Council; the law recognizes 
and protects this process; this is

“But on the other hand, if his 
income is relatively low and he’s 
not going to be back in town any- 
how, he might take what little 
cash he gets, figuring that nobody 
will bother to worry about, say, 
the price of a year’s subscription 
to a magazine, and spend it for 
beer on his way home.”

Public Hearing 
Set on 1958-59 


Public hearing on the Ravens- 
wood City School District’s 1958- 
59 budget has been set for August 
4 at the administration building 
on Euclid avenue. The Board of 
Trustees approved a $2,158,300 
budget at its last meeting. 

Estimated expenditures for the 
year are $247,810 above the anti- 
cipated revenue of $1,910,490. 
However, a carry-over balance 
from last year will make up the 
deficit. 

Ravenswood’s present tax rate, 
including 45 cents for bonds and 
28 cents for repayment of a state 
building loan, comes to $3.24. Its 
$2.51 general purpose rate, pre- 
sently the highest in the county, 
will not be increased this year. 


Blighted Areas 
Studied Today 


Establishment of a county “ur- 
ban conservation” agency which 
may ultimately stimulate reclama- 
tion of “blighted areas” near Men- 
lo Park is to be initiated today. 

At a meeting set for the Bris- 
bane school in Brisbane, federal 
and county officials are to discuss 
the problems of the county as a 
whole, on the basis of a recent re- 
port by the county planning com- 
mission. 

Of local interest in that report 
were references to areas in East 
Palo Alto, Stanford Weekend 
Acres, along Alpine road just 
south of Menlo Park, and Wood- 
side Glens, in the community of 
Woodside. 

Establishment of the county

729.25 for special districts, bring- 
ing the total spending program 
to $34,197,473.25. Of the general 
$25 million plus budget, $13,010,- 
914.00 will be paid in local taxes, 

Whether the budget items are 

financed partly by state and 
federal government subsidies. as 
well as local taxes, there is one, 
item in this year’s budget that 
particularly alarms us as we 
start through departmental ex- 
penditures for 1958-59. There 
must be something radically 
wrong somewhere, and we are 
amazed to see a total of $2,233,- 

327 allocated for the “aid to 
needy children.” 

Of this amount, only $625,237 
comes from local taxes—the state 
provides $810,520 and the federal 
government $807,520. But ~who 
pays the bill for the state and 
federal governments? We do, of 
course, so this terrific budget item 
actually falls on us as taxpayers. 

This is not all the costs that 
go with the dependent or needy 
children. The juvenile home ’ is 
allocated $120,000 to care fer 
court wards, up from $86,926.63 in 
1956-57. Administration of the 
needy children is $625,287 in the 
same period. 

With the state and federal gov- 
ernments paying the greater share 
of the costs, it is easy to under- 


Stand why state officials have 


such a secure (and secret) hold 
over how these monies are spent. 
From what one hears, it is a 
simple matter for a family to get 
on the needy children relief, and 
hard to get that family off the 
rolls, 

The district attorney’s office 
has been making a feeble at- 
tempt at cutting down the ter- 
rific costs, but the budget fig- 
ures show that the effort is too 
small and too late. We imagine 
that the reason for failure in 
this instance might be blamed 
on two things: lack of sufficient 
personnel to make the investi- 
gations and the secret control 
of social workers, whether state 
or local. It would be our opin- 
ion that the second is much 
closer to the real reason. 

To get into the general health 
and welfare budget takes a statis- 
tician of the highest order .The 
largest item in the $12,344,488 
budget for charities and correc- 
tions (not including the sheriff’s 
office) is a total of $3,490,504 for 
the needy aged. In 1956-57 the 
total was $3,091,968.23 and in the 
last year $3,377,754. 

On top of that needy aged will 
cost a total of $2,062,660 as com- 
pared to $1,649,973.64 in 1956-57. 
This gives a good idea of how this 
tax load keeps climbing. 

Of course it costs more to run 
the department as the patient 
load increases. Included in the 
budget for 1958-59 for business 
administration of the health de- 
partment is $223,280 as com- 
pared to $145,963.64 just two 
years ago. 

The general budget of this de- 
partment including all equipment, 
supplies and wages is $810,210, 
again with a comparison of $677,- 
769.89 in 1956-57. The tubercu- 
losis ‘sanatorium has.a budget of 
$623,434 compared to $545,680.26 
two years ago. 

In the standards of the medical 
profession and governmental offi- 
cials, San Mateo county has one 
of the finest health and welfare 
departments in the state. We 
won’t contradict their claims, but 
it is alarming to see the rate of 
increase in costs. 

Most of that increase is state 
inspired, to be sure, and beyond 
the reach of either the depart- 
ment heads or the board of su- 
pervisors who must accept the 
spending programs or be refused 
state-federal participation. 

There is much talk of splitting 
the unwieldy health-welfare bu- 
reau into two departments. In no 
way Can we see any taxpayer re- 
lief in such a plan. 

There will be two heads instead 
of one, two central offices instead 
of one, and instead of reducing 
the bill, it is much more likely 
to climb even faster. 

The only relief that appears 
possible at all must come from 
the state level. The most im- 
portant, in our opinion, should 
be a new look at the needy 
children expenditures, not as to 
reducing or denying the deserv- 
ing, but of eliminating the chis- 
elers and grafters, 

The penalties for falsfying 
claims must be more rigid and 
tough, and social workers should 
have new rules of eligibility in 
borderline cases. You can ima- 
gine how much attention our leg- 
islators . will Pay to this. The 
Pressures from so-called charity 
groups and individuals from both 
within and outside government 
agencies would be terrific to en- 
iarge, not reduce the appropri- 
ations.

Nurserymen Recommend New 
Ideas for Foundation Plantin

And if it is al-| 
ready out of hand, nurserymen 
recommend a new start with to-| 
day’s new ideas. 

The trend is toward easy main 
tenance and _ lower growing | 
shrubs. Since architects have 
long since eliminated the ugly, 
exposed foundation wall, the need 
for hiding it is gone. You should 
strive instead to tie house and} 
grounds together—to soften the 
transition from lot contour to 
architectural straight lines. 

The cardinal rule, then, is to 
keep the planting down. Your 
‘use of taller shrubs should be 
planned carefully so as not to 
interfere with or hide the lines 
of the house. Secondly, keep 
the planting simple. The found- 
ation area is not a garden show- 
place and you don’t want to do 
too much gardening there. 
Fortunately, California | nurs- 
cries have a wide choice of plants 
that fit these two rules, Among | 
the best must be classed the Tam- 
arix Juniper (J. Sabina Tamaris- | 
cifolia). Juniper Tam, as it is 
nicknamed, keeps low naturally 
to about two feet—and can be) 
kept lower by pruning occasion- 
ally. It goes equally well in plant 
ings by itself, with related ever 
greens or with a ground cover. 

A simple and attractive filler 
for the foundation bed is English 
Ivy (Hedera Helix). Used alone, 
it will give enough height to 
soften the angle between house 
and ground. For contrast, try it 
with one or two plants of Juniper 
Tam and/or Mugho Pine or Pfitz- 
er Juniper. Plant these a stone 
planter or on a small mound, 
ringed by rocks in the ivy. 

Raphiolepis Indica Rosea (pink 
India Hawthorn) is a favorite for 
low to medium foundation plant- 
ings. Use it alone for a uniform 
border or in combination with oth- 
er plants such as Pieris Japonica 
(Lily of the Valley shrub), Nandi- 
na Domestica (heavenly bamboo), 
Mahonia Aquifolium Compacta | 
(dwarf Oregon grape) or Daphne 
Odora. In coastal areas, these are 
either sun or part shade plants. | 
In warmer interior valleys, all 
need a good share of shade. For | 
color accent with this group, try | 
pink miniature roses. 

In many modern houses and a 
few older ones, the traditional 
planting bed can be eliminated 
as such. Where an attractive 
brick or redwood wall comes 
right down to ground level, a 
walk can often be widened to 
join the foundation. A brick or | 
gravel strip instead of a plant- 
ing bed can be used to divide
